2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
claims 1 , the prior art does not teach an stator with windings in slots with insulative top 
liners and having an electrostatic shield formed of an conductive layer on an insulative 
resin material where the insulative and conductive layer is conformally applied to be 
located in the slots radially inward of the top liner and the inside surface of the coil 
heads, and with a insulating/protecting top coat on the conductive layer on an inner 
surface of the stator. In regards to Claim 9, the prior art does not teach an electrostatic 
shield having an conformal insulative layer of resin applied in an uncured state, and 
subsequently cured with a conductive paint layer bonded to the insulative layer and 
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having a insulating protective top coat applied over the conductive layer on the inner 
surface of the stator. In regards to claim 16, the prior art does not show a 
electromechanical machine with an electromagnetic shield between the rotor and stator 
where the shield is a conductive layer disposed on the inner surface of the stator and 
insulated from the conductive windings and also having an insulative layer disposed 
over substantially the entire inner surface of the stator and the electrostatic shield.
